Havana, February 16.—(®)—The 
United States was placed heartily be- 
hind the proposal to outlaw all ag- 
gressive warfare in this hemisphere 
and in favor of full arbitration by 
the speech of ‘Charles Evans Hughes, 
head of the American delegation. be- 
fore the session today of the Pan- 
American conference committee on 
publie international law.

“It is my happy privilege to say 
for the United States of America that 
we would join heartily in a declara- 
tion that there shall be no war of Aag- 
yression in America. I am in entire
